ADMINISTRATION —— 

r ERE in Washington Rligh the ad¬ 
ministration aims at the spirit of 
the philosophy that the school will 
be organized around the democratic way 
of life. The distinctive characteristic of 
a democracy is the emphasis upon intelli¬ 
gent cooperation as a method of social 
action. On the side of the individual, the 
school will promote reflective thinking in 
all the activities of life. On the social 
side, democracy requires that the school 
will aim to secure cooperation in the 
relation of people. 

In regard to individuals, the school 
endeavors to help them discover and 
develop their individual interests; help 
them discover and think about their basic 
weaknesses and conflicts; help them im¬ 
prove their techniques of research, think¬ 
ing and experimentation; help them mas¬ 
ter those facts and develop those skills 
and understandings which are needed for 
effective living. 

In regard to the social relationships of 
people, the school endeavors to help them 
understand the cooperative way of solv¬ 
ing common problems in the light of the 
American tradition; help them to in¬ 
creasingly improve their techniques of 
cooperative inquiry, discussion and ex¬ 
perimentation; help them recognize and 
develop a genuinely democratic leader¬ 
ship, and a critical, intelligent following 
of that leadership. 

One of the first pre-requisites of a 
democracy is acceptance of responsibility. 
As fast as that responsibility is accepted, 
further opportunities will be offered. 

It is aimed to build the work around 
pupil interests, needs and abilities. It is 
hoped that all will follow the motto of 
Lincoln, "I will study and get ready, and 
some day my chance will come.” How 
far each pupil goes depends upon his own 
ambition and effort. We hope that not 
many will try to get by without doing 
their best. It is through work that one 
grows stronger and capable of doing still 
larger tasks. 

There is always opportunity for the 
boy or girl who is dependable and re¬ 
sourceful. Big opportunity comes to 
those who have been successful in small 
things. 


The aim of the new vocational pro¬ 
gram is to prepare students to enter into 
the vocational life of the community. In 
these courses, machine shop and auto 
mechanics, half of the day is spent in shop 
and the other half in related subjects, 
shop English, shop mathematics, shop 
science and blue print reading. 

The industrial arts program has been 
broadened by the addition of driving, 
which aims to make better drivers of 
students, and general metals which aims 
at finding vocation interest through 
working in units on art metal, welding, 
metal spinning, forging and casting. 

Senior guidance has been added to help 
the student understand his own interests 
and abilities. 

Remedial reading has been added for 
those who have trouble with the tradi¬ 
tional type of English. 

The home economics program has been 
broadened by the addition of foods and 
advanced dressmaking. Both courses aim 
to prepare girls for participation in the 
tasks of adult home life. 

The self-governed study halls are a big 
step in the direction of acceptance of 
responsibility. 

It is hoped that all of the students 
appreciate the spirit of freedom and co¬ 
operation that prevails here in contrast 
to schools that are highly regimented, and 
have a jail like atmosphere. 

The enrollment in the various courses 
is in line with the activities that pupils 
pursue after graduation. About a third 
of the pupils are enrolled in the college 
entrance course while an average of 30 % 
go to college. Another third are enrolled 
in vocational, industrial arts and home 
economics. The last third are in commer¬ 
cial work. There is some overlapping, 
especially with music. 

Realizing that every pupil has unique 
problems, every effort is made to help 
him solve his own problems and stimulate 
him to the utmost realization of his 
potentialities. It is hoped that all will 
achieve success on the same level that our 
athletic, speech, debate, dramatic, music, 
annual, journalism and other activities 
have.

School. The members—twenty-six 

of them-are elected by the students of 

the three High School classes, to represent 
each class, and when there is work for the 
school to be done, you will find the 
Council hard at it. 

There are many activities and events 
that the Council takes care of year after 
year, and others that become special 
duties as special events come up or new 
problems arise. Among the regular pro¬ 
jects of the Council the members provide 
musical programs in Chapel, they take 
care of the Student Bulletin Boards, con¬ 
duct all school elections, have charge of 
the refreshment concession at the Foot¬ 
ball Stadium, they make all arrangements 
for the annual Patrons’ Reception, ar¬ 
range all programs for special days, and 


finally conduct the Senior Chapel, and 
help to make Commencement a success 
when school is over. 

Besides these things, the Student Coun¬ 
cil is being constantly called on by school 
organizations and by outside organiza¬ 
tions, for special sales, making contacts 
with school authorities and business men, 
advertising school projects, and according 
to public sale bills they help with "other 
items too numerous to mention.”

/f' \ NCI’ in a great while a movement 
\\ J) for the betterment of the school’s 
administration arises from the stu¬ 
dent body itself. The inauguration of 
honor study halls throughout the school 
this year marks such an occasion. Inde¬ 
pendent of faculty supervision, it has 
been a completely student project 
throughout. Great credit is due the Hi-Y 
for the origin of the movement, for it 
was through their efforts that Dr. Frank 
Slutx of Dayton, whose addresses on 
school democracy provided the germ of 
the idea, came to Washington Hi. Out 
of student discussions came the final pro¬ 
gram of student administration, which 
first took effect m the senior study halls. 
An election was held for chairmen and 


sub-officers and the study hall of 150 
students was left completely in its own 
hands. By popular demand the system 
spread to the library and cafeteria study 
halls. Under the new regime any student 
has the privilege of filing suggestions or 
complaints, or contributing in any way 
toward the betterment of the system. The 
chairman represents his study hall on the 
central council, which handles the details 
of administration and acts as a student 
court when difficulties arise. While the 
system is far from perfect, it is certainly 
a step in the right direction — that of 
teaching democracy by practice. We are 
fortunate to be a part of a country and 
of a school where such a system is possible. 
It is up to the students of the future to 
see that it is retained.

LEARNING DEMOCRACY BY PRACTICE

PIE youth of the totalitarian states 
are trained unmistakably in the 
ideas of their countries; the dicta¬ 
tors see to it that all children are branded 
for life with the marks of utter loyalty to 
the state. Little boys in Italy march in 
military formation before they are eight 
years old. Germany, Russia and Italy 
have a series of organizations to which 
their youth must belong and in which 
they are trained, not to think, but to obey 
unquestioningly every dictate of the 
state. This is also the practice in Japan. 
Students from these countries, especially 
those from Germany, when they come to 
America to study, amaze us by their blind 
devotion to their leaders, but we ought 
not to be astonished, because this slavish 
acceptance of all that the state demands 
has been burned into their minds during 
their childhood. 

Our boys and girls who are in school in 
the United States today will be citizens 
in the world tomorrow where they will 
have to deal with these almost fanatical 
people in the dictators’ countries. How 
loyal will our citizens of tomorrow be to 
democracy? What are we doing to give 
them the passionate devotion to democ¬ 
racy which they will need in a world that 
is so largely unfriendly to our kind of 
government and our ideas? The answer 
to these questions will be made by our 
schools, whose chief reason for being con¬ 
ducted at public expense is the training 
of our youth for democratic citizenship. 

One thing is sure: democracy cannot 
be learned from books or at lectures. 
Democracy, like swimming, and skating 
and football is learned by practice. Of 
course, books and lectures have their place 
in the teaching of democracy, but at 
present in our schools we are relying 
wholly on these and we are not giving 
our Youth the opportunity to practice 
democracy in the schools. 

The public schools of the United 
States must train their students for effi¬ 
cient citizenship in this democracy and 


they must do it by reading, by discussion, 
but most of all by practice. It is un- 
debatable that every American school 
ought to be a miniature community 
where students may learn how to live the 
community life. 

A school run entirely by authoritative 
teachers whose word is law, a school 
where pupils have not the right to reason 
why, but whose business is to do or die 
and do it quickly will never produce 
graduates able to manage a democracy, 
or graduates who care for democracy. 
Some of our schools arc of this type. 

A school run on the plan known as 
"student government’’ is not a sound 
school because students lack the poise and 
experience to meet emergencies and to 
make wise decisions. Students are imma¬ 
ture and unable to handle school affairs 
by themselves. 

A school which is a community in 
which teachers and pupils participate in 
the control, where the final veto is al¬ 
ways in the hands of the teachers (who 
are too wise to let situations arise for the 
use of this veto), where all problems of 
conduct and discipline are worked out in 
community fashion, is the school in which 
democracy is soundly learned. Teachers 
ought not to have to be policemen! Order 
in assemblies and halls, the democratic 
management of social affairs, sports and 
programs ought to be the concern of both 
students and teachers. A school con¬ 
ducted on this participative plan is a 
delightful place, where good fellowship, 
comradeship and understanding are ap¬ 
parent. 

Every school must work out its own 
procedure in achieving this democratic 
atmosphere and practice. No school can 
do it in just the same way that other 
schools have. Imitation may cause failure. 

Massillon High School has shown cour¬ 
ageous interest in its purpose to think out 
and to act out a way of achieving the 
democratic way of life. It will take time, 
patience, intelligence and faith to suc¬ 
ceed, but success can be won.

NATIONAL HONOR SOCIETY 


A MONG the last honors to be con¬ 
ferred upon members of the senior 
class is this most significant honor 
of all. We like to think of it as our own 
Phi Beta Kappa. The Honor Society is a 
national organization whose qualifications 
for membership include scholarship, lead¬ 
ership, character and service. The schol¬ 
arship requirement of the national 
organization is such that a maximum of 
fifteen per cent of the senior class might 
be admitted on this basis alone. Since 
scholarship is the only phase of a student’s 
make-up for which any numerical data 
is available, this has often been made the 
deciding factor in considering a student 
for membership. Since Washington High 
School has been proved by valid tests to 
possess an intelligence quotient above the 
national average, it was decided to set our 
scholarship requirement above the na¬ 
tional minimum. This move adds signifi¬ 


cance to the honor of membership in the 
society. 

Although scholarship is the most con¬ 
crete measure applied, a prospective 
member is always investigated with re¬ 
gard to the other three. No person of 
questionable character is admitted to the 
society. Faculty members most familiar 
with otherwise eligible students are inter¬ 
viewed concerning the matter of leader¬ 
ship and service. Leadership may be 
largely in the classroom, or it may extend 
to extra-curricular activities. Service is 
usually taken to mean effective member¬ 
ship in some extra-curricular activity or 
activities. Surely the heaviest responsi¬ 
bilities of society should rest upon its 
most capable members. It is the accept¬ 
ance and effective management of these 
responsibilities that is the final test which 
shows what body of students shall be 
accorded membership in this very select 
group.

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FOOTBALL 


W ITH the name of Massillon and its 
great gridiron juggernaut extend¬ 
ing farther into the nation’s 
sports records, it is our purpose to present 
a brief summary of the events which have 
skyrocketed Massillon to new and greater 
heights. 

The climax of the 193 9 campaign 
marked the fifth consecutive year in 
which Massillon has gone undefeated in 
state competition and gave them their 
fifth straight Stark county and mythical 
state title. 

With the unbeatable combination of 
team-work, brain-work, mental adroit¬ 
ness and mechanical finesse woven into 
one machine, the Tiger squad triumphed 
over ten of the strongest opponents in 
Ohio and western Pennsylvania. 

Unceasing praise must be given to the 
Booster Club as well as the Washington 
High Band for their splendid cooperation 
in making 1939 a truly great season. 


Massillon Tigers made up more than 
half of the All-County eleven and four 
of them were given positions on the 
United Press All-Ohio. The Tigers were 
also honored in being declared the most 
photographed gridiron combine. 

These achievements and many others 
were brought to an appropriate conclu¬ 
sion with the Booster Club banquet held 
in the Washington High Auditorium. 

Governor Bricker of Ohio and Coach 
Francis Schmidt of Ohio State University 
topped the list of celebrities. 

School officials and coaches of many 
cities praised the Tiger successes. Their 
football performances made it possible 
for Washington High students to com¬ 
plete and take the lion’s share of laurels 
in fields of scholastic competition other 
than sports.

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CATHEDRAL LATIN 


Before a thrill-packed crowd of 
15,000 attending the dedication ex¬ 
ercises at Massillon’s new football arena, the raging 
Tigers rose to smash the great gridiron machine of 
Cleveland Cathedral Latin by a score of 40-13. 
Deceptive plays and power netted the Tigers two 
touchdowns, both by James, in the initial period 
and a conversion by Getz made it 13-0. Slusser 
scored early in the second quarter after a short 
march and later in the same period faded back 
and passed to Gillom for another tally. Time for 
but eight plays had elapsed in the second half 
when the Bengals again crashed through the enemy 
defense and into pay dirt. Zimmerman crossed 
the zero marker and the extra point was added. 
This inspired the Latin Lions and they rebounded 
in all their traditional fury. Latin and Prokop, 
their backfield ace, marched 60 yards for a score 
and added the extra point by placement. Both 
teams fired their guns again in the fourth period. 
Slusser scoring a touchdown from the Latin ten 
and Prokop circling end for the final tally. Un¬ 
dying praise was accorded the band for their fine 
and unparalleled exhibition of musical and march¬ 
ing finesse. 


MANSFIELD 

The rage of the Massillon Tigers was 
roused to extremes as their steam roller 
offensive of land and air buried the Mansfield 
Tygers 73-0. The opponent’s defense cracked 
midway in the initial period when a spot pass 
from Slusser to Zimmerman placed the ball in 
scoring position. Slusser carried it over and Zim¬ 
merman added the extra point. A few plays later 
it was Slusser again weaving his way through a 
bewildered eleven for the second marker. Before 
the quarter ended Gillom had set up another 
touchdown with an interception, and Getz had 
taken a pass from Slusser over the enemy’s zero 
marker running the total to 27-0. The Benga 
drive lapsed slightly in the second period but 
Zimmerman and Getz contributed touchdowns to 
make it 41-0 at half-time. Substitutes played the 
last half with Clendening adding a tally in the 
third quarter. The fourth period, however, 
brought another outburst of power as four fine 
backs were uncovered.

F OLLOWING in the footsteps of by¬ 
gone stars once more Washington 
High of Massillon was represented 
by an impressive quintet centered around 
Captain Archie Kowell. 

In their initial clash they subdued 
Youngstown South without too much 
trouble by a 3 5-22 count. 

The Tigers met stubborn opposition in 
their last game before Christmas vacation 
but an inspired rally sent them on to a 
24-20 triumph over Akron Central. 

The Bengals showed none too much 
accuracy in clashing with Canton Leh¬ 
man to inaugurate the new year. Both 
teams were off form offensively but the 
Tigers came out on the long end of a 
25-14 score. 

In a hair-raising climax the New 
Philadelphia Quakers marred Massillon’s 
unblemished record by eking out a 3 3-32 
victory. A charity shot brought defeat 
to the local quintet. 

Once again the Bengals encountered 
state champs of a year back. This time 
it was Akron North and the Tigers de¬ 
feated them 39-3 3 with Gillom and 
Moody providing the "punch.” 

The Bulldogs of McKinley proved too 
strong for the Tigers and they dropped a 
30-20 decision. 

Alliance was the next victim of the 
Bengals as they chalked up a 28-22 vic¬ 
tory 

One of those once-in-a-lifetime shots 
by an East Liverpool guard in the final 
second brought defeat to the Tigers 
again. 

Suffering a let down after building up 
a substantial lead the Tigers were forced 
to rally to defeat Akron St. Vincent 31- 
25. Getz led the scoring with 9 points. 

Combining speed and a fine defense the 
Tigers trounced Akron South 3 8-20. A 
fourth period outburst by the Tigers gave 
new hopes to Tiger fans. 

The one-point jinx clung to the Tigers 
as they suffered their fourth defeat at 
the hands of Newark 34-3 3. Gillom ac¬ 
counted for fourteen Bengal points. 

A revenge-thirsty squad of Tigers met 
Canton McKinley for the second time 


and forced the Bulldogs into an overtime 
period before succumbing 40-3 8. Moody 
sparked the local attack with 15 points. 

The Tigers gained revenge on Canton- 
ians for their defeat of the previous night 
by crushing Lehman 48-27. Kowell and 
Gillom connected for 12 and 11 points 
respectively. 

Hitting the hoop with unerring accu¬ 
racy the Tigers romped over Akron East 
50-19. Gillom put on a one-man show 
connecting for 1 1 field goals and 2 fouls. 

The local quintet, capitalizing on 1 8 of 
21 free throws, defeated Alliance 40-24, 
for their tenth win. 

Using their fast breaking offense fre¬ 
quently the Tigers defeated Mansfield 42- 
3 8. The Tigers set a dizzy pace but never 
held a commanding lead. 

With both teams playing poor ball the 
outcome was bound to be close but Mas¬ 
sillon held the upper hand at the final 
gun to take a 25-23 decision from A ai- 
ren. This completed their regular season 
with 12 victories out of 17 starts. 

Drawing a bye for first round play at 
the Akron tournament the Tigei s had 
only to defeat Minerva to advance to 
Kent and this they did, 39-34. 

The Tigers passed the first milestone 
in the Kent tournament by defeating 
Campbell Memorial 41-29. 

Standing between the Tigers and Col¬ 
umbus was Akron St. Vincent and the 
Bengals removed them by taking a 39-34 
victory after being threatened by a des¬ 
perate Irish rally. 

In the first round of play at Columbus 
the Tigers defeated the team that elim¬ 
inated them the previous year, Bellefon- 
taine, 25-23. 

The following day they defeated Ak¬ 
ron Buchtel 3 6-27 in the quarter finals 
with Kowell connecting for 1 3 points. 

In the semi-final round the Tigers 
came upon their Stark county rival. Can¬ 
ton McKinley. They crumbled miserably 
and dropped a 46-14 decision. 

That finished Massillon, but Canton 
tasted defeat in the finals, which might 
be some consolation until the Tigers can 
themselves avenge the defeat.

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BAND 


/\ LL of the instrumental groups at 
Washington High School have a 
common objective. This objective 
is music. Through the study of music the 
life of the individual, school, and com¬ 
munity is enriched in many ways. 

The band is the largest and apparently 
the most popular instrumental ensemble 
at the present time. In Washington High 
School there are three bands, the cadet 
band, the symphonic band and the 
marching band. 

The cadet band is composed of instru¬ 
mentalists who lack the proficiency and 
skill necessary to play the more difficult 
music that is studied by the symphonic 
band. Examinations are given each fall 
and at the end of the first semester to 
determine if the cadet bandsman has 
acquired the fundamentals and routine 
required in the symphonic band. This 
band is open to beginners on any band 
i nstrument. 

The symphonic band is composed of 
more advanced and experienced bands¬ 
men. In this organization, selected music 
from the school’s fine band library is 
studied. Concerts by the symphonic 


band have received the support and com¬ 
mendation of the school and community 
during the past year. 

The marching band has a standard in¬ 
strumentation of 64 pieces and is com¬ 
posed of bandsmen from the symphonic 
band. Eligibility is determined by the 
instrumentation required and skill in 
marching. I he marching band does not 
pretend to be anything except an enter¬ 
taining unit. Headed by the drum major, 
Obie and the four majorettes it has be¬ 
come a recognized attraction at Tiger 
Stadium. 

Volunteers from the symphonic band 
make up the basketball band. This band 
entertains at basketball games and rallies 
during the basketball season. All rehear¬ 
sals are held after school and members 
receive no award other than going to the 
basketball games. 

Every bandsman in the symphonic 
band receives a star for a year’s satisfac¬ 
tory service in the band. If he acquires 
three stars on his shoulder insignia, he is 
awarded the insignia at the end of his 
senior year. This is the highest award a 
bandsman can receive.

HE a capclla choir is celebrating its 
tenth anniversary this year. It is 
interesting to note some of the signs 
of progress the choirs have made since 
1930. 

The fi rst year the group numbered 
forty-five, the director accepting any 
and all appl icants who could "carry a 
tune. ’ A few, one or two on each part, 
could read music. But it was a struggle 
in those days to keep every one singing his 
own tune, especially when there were six 
or eight parts involved. It was also diffi¬ 
cult to secure and maintain a smooth 
blending tone quality—faulty intonation 
was another "bugbear.” Nevertheless, 
that first choir was a fine organization 
and the work it did greatly exceeded the 


fondest expectations of those of us who 
were responsible for its beginning. It was 
one of the first choirs in Ohio to broad¬ 
cast a program, which it did over WTAM, 
Cleveland, February 25, 1931, a memor¬ 
able occasion. 

The present choir numbers eighty- 
eight. Sight reading, good tone quality, 
and true intonation are no longer major 
problems and interest in fine music is 
steadily increasing. Th is is due to the 
music program which is being effectually 
carried out in the grades and junior high 
schools. The superior ratings in both the 
sight reading test and the singing of their 
prepared number at the state contest last 
year would not have been possible with¬ 
out early training.

The past two years the choir has sung 
Handel’s "Messiah” with artist soloists, at 
Christmas time. It has been so well re¬ 
ceived that we probably shall make it an 
annual event. The former choir members 
are asked to join the chorus each year. 

The choirs have broadcasted from 
Cleveland four times—and have taken 
part in the state contests at Columbus 
twice — receiving superior rating both 
times. One choir made a trip to Indian¬ 
apolis to sing for the International Ki- 
wanis Convention, and another sang at 
the National Music Educators’ Conven¬ 
tion in St. Louis in 193 8. The present 
choir gave a demonstration before the 
Senior High School Section of the N. hi. 
O. T. A. in Cleveland, October 28, and 


went to Lorain to assist their choir in 
their spring concert, April 20. 

In addition to the choruses of "The 
Messiah,” the annual repertoire of the 
choir now includes about forty numbers, 
ranging from some of the 16th century 
work of Palestrina and of Bach, a century 
later, to the modern compositions of Cain 
and Christiansen. These choruses sung 
from memory, give choir members an 
unusual equipment for singing, as well 
as a basis for understanding music which 
they hear. One has only to visit a choir 
rehearsal to realize how deeply its mem¬ 
bers appreciate the beauty and signifi¬ 
cance of the music they are singing and 
to know they are enjoying an experience 
which will be of life long value to them.

Team.’’ 

In the finals in debate a capacity 
audience assembled to hear Massil¬ 
lon’s negative team of Milligan and 
Crowe defeat the Warren finalists in 
a 3-0 decision for the championship. 
Eleanor Botschner carried off first 
place laurels in the finals of oratori¬ 
cal declamation. In humorous decla¬ 
mation Irving Barnes of Canton took 
first place with "The Green Pas¬ 
tures,” with Marilyn Lough taking 
second and qualifying for national 
competition.

S HOULD America join the World 
Court? Should the direct primaries 
be used to select candidates for pub¬ 
lic offices? Should the British Broadcast 
system be adopted in the United States? 
Should electric utilities be governmentally 
owned? Should the state furnish free 
medical care? Should the United States 
establish an alliance with Great Britain? 
Should the Federal Government own and 
operate the railroads? From the Forum 
Club of 1909 to the Washington High 
School Debate Club of 1940 timely ques¬ 
tions have passed under heated discussion 
into oblivion or into history. 

As a part of Washington High School’s 
expanded speech program, the debate 
club joined the Ohio High School Speech 
League and pioneered by accumulating a 
sufficient number of points to gain en¬ 
trance into the National Forensic League, 
the league of five hundred selected chap¬ 
ters covering the country. 

Government ownership of the railroads 
has been dissected from the tracks on 


the right-of-way to the capital on Wall 
Street. Democracy rules the club meet¬ 
ings and student initiative is at a premium. 

"Tell them what you’re going to 
prove; prove it; tell them that you have 
proved it.” "Read, read and read some 
more.” "Don’t guess, know and know 
that you know.” "Go to original sources. 
"We’re still too poor for as good as we 
are.” These are samples of the slogans 
that have carried the present ashington 
High debate squad from a position of 
inexperienced expectancy at the Ohio 
District N. F. L. Tournament at Kent 
University in 1937 to the quarter-finals 
of the ninth annual National Speech 
Tournament at Beverly Hills, California, 
in 1939. 

After more than a hundred inter¬ 
scholastic contests, debaters McMillan, 
Jorden, Crowe and Milligan entered the 
nationals at Terre Haute, Indiana, for 
Massillon’s second tilt with the nation’s 
best.
